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Evanston, Wyoming, a small town located along In-
terstate 80, serves as a stopping point for travelers,
and energy development employees. The nature of
its location and industry has not allowed for a lot of
growth. Many residents must leave town to find
steady employment.

Dharmesh Ahir understood the need for jobs in the
community, and saw the potential for hospitality.
Evanston is a great stopping point along the way to
Yellowstone National Park and attracts a lot of sum-
mertime tourists. The town did not yet have a brand-
ed hotel, and Ahir who is experienced in the hospi-
tality industry, pursued financing to construct a new
hotel.

When looking at his options, Ahir sought the financ-
ing expertise of ANB Bank in Cheyenne. The lender  ager, Dharmesh Abir.

was familiar with USDA Rural Development’s Busi-

being able to provide employment in this community,” said Ahir. He currently employs 27 full- and part-time em-
ployees at the hotel. The opportunity for stable jobs allows the employees to stay in the community and contribute

to its overall long-term vitality.
